Willingly He Finished 
His Work 

When the Lord Jesus was 
iwelve years of age He said, ‘“Wist 
ve not that I must be about my 
l‘ather’s business?” (Luke 2:49). 
Later, durmg His public ministry, 
Hie said, “My meat is to do the 
will of him that>sent me, and to 
finish his work” (John 4:34. See 
aiso John 5:36). At the close of 
His public ministry He said to 
ihe Father in prayer, “I have glo- 
rified thee on the earth: I have 
finished the work which thou gav- 
est me to do” (John 17:4). He was 
now ready to give “Himself for 
us an offering and a sacrifice to 
(God for a sweetsmelling savour.’ 

It never ceases to be a marvel 
to me that the eternal Son of God, 
equal with the Father, emptied 
Himself and took upon Him the 
form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men, and became 


obedient unto death, even the 
ceath of the cross. What infinite 
love! How glad I am that He 
“loved me and gave himself for 
me.” It is wonderful “that, though 
he was rich, yet for your sakes 
‘*he became poor, that ye through 
his poverty might be rich” (II Cor. 


5:9). 

Willingly our Saviour endured 
the cross, despising the shame. He 
knew that awful suffering await- 
ed Him at Jerusalem. He told His 
disciples “how that he must go 
unto Jerusalem, and suffer many 
things of the elders and chief 
priests and scribes, and be killed, 
and be raised again the third day” 
(Matt. 16:21). He knew the mean- 
ing of Psalm 22 and Isaiah 52 and 
53, as well as other prophecies; 
yet He would not turn back. And 
His physical anguish was little 
compared to His spiritual anguish. 
That physical suffering was great 
enough, it was terrible, but not to 
be compared to the spiritual. It 
was after all things were accom- 
plished that He ‘thought of Him- 
self, saying, “I thirst.” In spite of 
the awful agony upon the cross, 
He did not give up His life and 
commend His spirit to God until 
He was able to say, “It is fin- 
ished.”

Notice, the Lord did not say, “I 
am finished.”

Lack of ability. Often work re- 
mains unfinished because’ the 
worker is not able to finish it. For 
this reason, many masterpieces 
are still waiting to be perfected. 

Outside the will of God. Some 
work is not finished because it is 
contrary to the will of God. “Ex- 
cept the Lord build the house, they 
labour in vain that build it”. (Psa. 
127:1). The tower of Babel was 
never completed because the peo- 
ple followed pride instead .of the 
Lord. Those disobedient to the 
Word of God are building upon 
sand. a 

Often turned aside. Some peo- 
ple are lazy. Others become dis- 
couraged because the work is 
hard. Others turn aside to various 
interests, often to the pleasures of 
this world. 

But when we consider the won- 
derful Lord Jesus, the facts are en- 
tirely different. He had the in- 
centive to finish the work He came 
to do. “‘Who for the joy that was 
set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame” (Heb. 12:2). 
He was motivated by infinite love.

pected end is not only a full and 
complete salvation, but a day-by- 
day deliverance and a day-by-day 
victory. This is possible because 
“our sufficiency is of God” and 
defeat is put to rout. 

After setting forth the terms of 
discipleship, our Lord said, 

“For which of you, intending to 
build a tower, sitteth not down 
first, and counteth the _ cost, 
whether he have sufficient to 
finish it? Lest haply, after he hath 
laid the foundation, and is not able 
to finish it, all that behold it be- 
gin to mock him, saying, This 
man began to build, and was not 
able to finish.’’—Luke 14:28-30. 

The Lord Jesus calls upon us io 
také stock of our resources and 
as we do we realize that we do 
not have sufficient in ourselves 
to reach a successful conclusion. 
The longer we live, the more we 
are impressed with the fact of our 
own -impotency. But we have won 
a great victory when we can say 
with the Apostle Paul, “Our suf- 
ficiency is of God,” whether we are 
in the ministry or some other 
type of service for our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


It is our purpose to look more 
minutely into the elements which 
comprise this divine sufficiency. 
God has provided for us a suf-

Redemption Through His 
Blood 


The only means of redemption 
from the slavedom of sin of which 
the Bible speaks is through the

adequate to meet fhe demands of 
the law which we. have trans- 
gressed is the blood of Calvary. 
We must be careful not to mini- 
mize the word “blood” as it is 
found in the, Word of God any 
more than we would minimize its 
value in the realm of modern 
medicine. 

Blood-letting used 
method used. for 
physical sufferers. 
blood was supposed to be the 
means of deliverance but now it 
is just the opposite. Blood trans- 
fusions are prescribed by every 
physician for his patient as a 
means of introducing new Nfe and 
combating the disease. The barber 
pole is the sole relic of the days 
when men thought it was profit- 
able to get rid of blood. This 
candy-striped marker indicated 
the place where blood-letting was 
practiced.

Modernists are still practicing 
blood-letting and there ought to 
be placed in the front of every 
modernistic church a barber pole 
signifying that this strange busi- 
ness is being preached. It would 
serve aS a warning and the sin- 
sufferer could run from such a 
In the Bible, it is blood 
from beginning to end, and its 
blessed pages are stained crim- 
son with its steady flow. To the 
one to whom blood is repulsive, 
modern medical practice must be 
exceedingly offensive. We are be- 
ing called upon to give our blood 
and doctors are taking it and in- 
troducing it into the veins of their 
patients. In the realm of science 
blood is just coming to its own, 
but it has always been prominent 
in the word. “For the life of the 
flesh is in the blood: and I have 
given it to you upon the altar to 
make an atonement for your 
souls: for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the 
soul” (Lev. 17:11). , 

Let us observe the tremendous 
emphasis which the Holy Spirit 
places upon the shed blood of 
Christ both as a means of deliver- 
ance from evil and as a method of 
providing that which is good. We 
are delivered from evil and deliv- 
ered unto good by blood. 

“In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of 
his grace” (Eph. 1:7). “But now, 
in Christ Jesus, ye who sometime 
were far off are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ” (Eph.

“And, having made peace through 
the blood of his cross, by him to 
reconcile all things unto himself;

In the very nature of the case, newspaper reporters do 
not always understand the issues with which ministers deal, 
and it is not surprising if they sometimes misquote or mis- 
interpret the words of a preacher. They misquote politicians

Within its covers we learn how 
to live for the glory of God and 
how to become Christlike.

I always § feel 
when I am referred to as a doc- 
trinal preacher, but I am con- 
strained to believe that doctrinal 
preaching is of small value unless 
it leads to the very person of 
Christ Himself. We recall how 
certain Greeks who were among 
those who had come to worship 
at the feast came to Philip and 
said, “... Sir, we would see Jesus” 
(John 12:21). While these men 
came to see Him out of curiosity, 
nevertheless their language ex- 
presses the yearning in the hearts 
of all who come into the house 
of God to worship. 

Whether we are doing textual, 
topical or doctrinal preaching, the 
final objective must be Christ 
Himself. The Lord Jesus is the 
One who counts and the heart is 
never satisfied apart from Him. 
I am reminded of a colored Bap- 
tist preacher who stressed baptism 
in every sermon he preached. Some 
in his congregation, thinking they 
could sidetrack him from his fav- 
orite subject, decided to give him 
a test: so they selected “Knives” 
for his subject. In his sermon he 
brought out that knives were 
used to cut the ice in the river 
so they would be able to baptize. 

How I wish God’s people would 
talk more about the Lord Jesus 
than about themselves, _ their 
churches, their denominations and 
their pet programs! These things 
have their places but they mean 
little unless their objective is to 
point others to Christ. Philip knew 
the sufficiency of the message of 
Christ when he talked to the 
Ethiopian eunuch because we read 
that he “opened his mouth, and be- 
gan at the same Scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus” (Acts 
8:35).

Power Through His Spirit 

Paul wrote, “For we are unto 
God a sweet savor of Christ, in 
them that are saved, and in them 
that perish: to the one we are the 
savor of death unto death: and to 
the other the savor of life unto 
life.

The 
sooner God’s people come to rea- 
lize, as did the great apostle to the 
Gentiles, their own insufficiency 
and their utter dependence upon 
Him, the better it will be for the 
service of Christ.

“And Billy answered that he 
would like to hear Mr. Sheen, and 
added that he had seen him on 
television and thought him a great 
TV personality. 
“In. this connection the repor- 
ters asked if Catholics attended 
our meetings in any large numbers 
to which Billy replied that 
many of them attended, adding 
that this was particularly true in 
Boston, Massachusetts, and in 
Washington, D. C. where the 
Catholic press had spoken favor- 
ably of the meetings. Billy added 
also that everyone was welcome to 
the meetings, Jews, Catholics, and 
Protestants.” 


What a Newspaper Reporter 

Quoted Billy as Saying 

The Pittsburgh Sun Telegraph 
on Saturday, September 6, on page 
1, said the following: 

“Graham stressed that his cru- 
sade in Pittsburgh would be in- 
terdenominational.

it seemed, could not give anything 
for the saints at Jerusalem. 
They were so poor. They were in 
the midst of a great trial of af- 
fliction themselves. One would 
think that they had no money to 
give, nor even a heart to give it. 
One would ttrmk that it would be 
wrong to even urge Macedonian 
Christians, in great trouble them- 
selves and in deepest poverty, to 
give to help others. But God gave 
them special! grace. He put in their 
hearts such a joy in the Lord, such 
a liberal spirit, that they gave 
most abundantly and set an ex- 
ample so that Paul could write the 
church at Corinth urging that 
they would listen to Titus, so that 
Titus might also finish in them 
the same grace also! 

This Scripture heartens and en- 
courages me today! For I know 
many, many Christians who are 
tempted to feel they have too 
many obligations, they have too 
little money to send THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD to others during our 
present subscription campaign.

don’t consider a question decided, 
fn any sense, until it is decided 
in the sense that I act upon the 
decision. I speak it reverently ~be- 
fore my brethren of the ministry, 
and my brethren in Christ, God 
Himself cannot help a man .to be 
good until the man decides to take 
Christ into his heart, and starts 
out on his decision. My theology 
is this (and I haven’t got much, 
but thank God, I’ve got enough 
to keep me straight if I keep up 
with it), that God Almighty can’t 
make any Christ-rejecting man 
good, and the Devil can’t make any 
man bad who lets Christ have His 
way. God can help me to be good 
and the Devil can help me to be 
bad. If God could arbitrarily make 
any man good, He would make all 
men good, for He wishes us al] 
to be good. And if the Devil could 
arbitrarily make any one bad, he 
would make us all bad, because 
he wants us all bad. If you want 
to be good, the Lord will help 
you. God will not help a man to 
be good unless the man decides to 
be good and opens his heart to 
Jesus Christ. 

Whenever a man chooses to be 
good, he turns to Christ and God 
throws the deciding point on the 
man’s will—‘“‘whosoever will’; you 
choose this day and say, “I choose 
to do good,” and then you can 
command the resources of God's 
omnipotence and love; but until 
you decide to do good, God Him- 
self cannot help you to be good. 
That is common sense and theo- 
Jogy. I do believe you can mix 
common sense and Christianity, 
and when you do mix it, it makes 
a mighty good compound. Com- 
mon sense and Christianity mixed, 
make a man who loves God and 
humanity.

I am troubled about the’ mys- 
teries of the Bible. I am waiting 
until I can understand the Bible.” 
Well, brother, I have been a fol- 
lower of Jesus Christ for many 
years, and there are many things 
I do not understand, and I thank 
God for it.

But I say to 
you, a man has to give up mighty 
little, and he gets a great deal in 
return. I am glad the terms are 
just what they are.

Sup- 
pose the Lord had said to me 
when I was seeking religion, “You 
need not give up drinking. You 
can be my child, and drink on.” 
I wouid be in a drunkard’s grave 
this minute if He had said that. 
I am so glad I threw down the 
cup and said to my Lord, “I have 
drunk my last drép.” 


I am so glad that God Almighty 
does not take a man into fhe 
kingdom until he has given up 
everything that could disgrace 
him in the world, or damn him in 
eternity. I am not going to say 
some things were not hard for me 
to give up. But I will say this much. 
I have heard some people talk 


ed Saviour! I have never made a 
sacrifice to Thee, and today I can 
say it with the consciousness that 
there is not a cross for me in 
serving Thee.” I used to sing, 
“Simply to the cross I cling.” 


I have sung that many a time 
and I thank God for the privilege 
of singing it. But now my song 
all the day is, “Safe in the arms 
of Jesus.” 

It is a prostrate and a recumb- 
ent and a resting position. Sacri- 
fice! Fourteen years ago I emptied 
a whole lot of dirt out of my 
pockets, and God filled them with 
diamonds. Think of me going 
around saying, “I had to give 
away a whole lot of dirt for dia- 
monds.”’ Isn’t that a nice thing 
to give up? Isn’t that a sacrifice 
to make? I gave up dancing, I 
gave up dram-drinking, and I gave 
up profanity. I gave up every- 
thing that my preacher said was 
wrong. In place of that, joy and 
peace in this world and an ever- 
lasting home in the world to 
come are mine. Was that a sac- 
rifice? Suppose I danced, drank, 
and enjoyed the world, and as I 
walked through the lurid flames 
of damnation with some poor, lost 
fellow like myself, I would say 
to.him, “I could have gone to 
Heaven, but I would not give up 
dancing. I am in Hell forever, but 
I danced with more pretty girls, 
and drank more champagne, and 
had more fun than many you ever 
saw.” 


“T am waiting for better terms! 
I am waiting until God lets the 
terms down, so I can curse a little 
when I get mad, and drink a 
little when I go fishing or at 
Christmas time, or when a snake 
bites me; dance a little and in- 
dulge in other worldly pleasures. 
In other words, I want to hold on 
to some of my devilment.” You re- 
mind me of the man in Atlanta 
who came up to me and said, “Mr. 
Jones, I want you to tell me_ how 
I can stop drinking. I just drink 
and drink, and I believe I am go- 
ing to kill myself in this way.” 
I said, “Brother, I know of but 
one way to quit, and that is to 
trust in God, and quit.” He said, 
“Oh, Mr. Jones, I don’t want to 
quit that way. I want to fix my- 
self so I can take two or three 
drinks of whiskey a day.” 

I like this “no-fence”’ law they 
have in Georgia. Every man has 
to keep up his stock, and every 
farmer turns his stock out at his 
own risk. I like that in physical 
agriculture, but when it comes 
to religion, no ‘“no-fence” law 
for me. I want God Almighty to 
make the kingdom of Heaven with 
a ten-rail fence around it. I want 
the Devil’s folks fenced out.

and say, “Unless you deny your- 
self, and take up your cross, we 
cannot take you. We will not com- 
promise the religion of our Lord 
and Saviour.” But someone says, 
“God help me...God help me, if 
I am a Baptist, I will be the best 
Christian I know how to be. If 
I am a Methodist, a Presbyterian, 
and Episcopalian, I will be the 
best Christian I know how to be.

gineer never asked the fireman 
if he had steam enough to run

The translators have explained 
that in the use of the personal 
pronouns “thee” and “thou”, and 
“you” and “yours”, they departed 
from the King James universal use 
of “thee” and “thou” only as these 
words were applied to men, but 
“thee” and “thou” are retained in 
reference to deity. 
In Psalm 2:7 the King James Ver- 
sion reads: 
“I will declare the decree: the 
LORD hath said unto me, Thou 
art my Son: this day have I be- 
gotten thee.” 
The Revised 
reads: 
“IT will tell of the decree of the 


Standard Version 


LORD: He said to me, ‘You are 
my son, today I have begotten 
you.’ ” 


Hebrews 1:5 quotes this passage 
as proof of Christ’s deity. The Re- 
vised Standard translators give it 
as follows: 

“For to what angel did God ever 
say, “Thou art my Son, today I 
have begotten thee’?” 

Thus in the New ‘Testament 
they retain the “thou” but in 
Psalm 2 they retain the “you.” 
The New Testament group of 
translators evidently believe that 
in Hebrews it referred to deity 
while the Old Testament group of 
translators, in Psalm 2, evidently 
believe it referred only to a man.

The reference to the coming 
Messiah as a just one is removed 
and “triumphant” inserted. The 
reference to His salvation is re- 
placed by “victorious.” These refer- 
ences to His person and work have 
been removed.

The King James Version reads: 
“Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold a virgin 
shall conceive and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel.” 
The Revised Standard Version 
reads: 


“Therefore the Lord himself will 
give you a sign. Behold a young 
woman shall conceive and bear a 


son, and shall call his name Im- 
manuel.” 

This prediction of the virgin 
birth of Christ has been changed 
so that it is no prediction, neither 
is it a passage to support the deity 
of Christ. However, in Matthew 
1:23 where the words of the pro- 
phet are specifically being quoted, 
the word “virgin” is retained. 

There is confusion, contradic- 
tion, and elimination of clear pas- 
sages asserting the deity of Jesus 
Christ in the new version. Chris- 
tian people who delight in their 
Saviour, believe that He died for 
their sins, was raised from the 
dead, cannot accept a translation 
of the Bible which does such des- 
pite to their Saviour and the Lord 
of Glory.
